A perfeot work of art or a perfecily acled play
are things that experience forbids us ever 10 ex-
peot to see; aud the most fastidious of connols-
seurs must derive as large a portion of his plea.
sure from the exercise of his critieal fanctions
a8 from the contemplation of what 18 indispu-
tably excellint in an arlistlo effort. When,
however, we do meel with an approximation to
perfeotion it 18 quite as well to go in for a hearty
enjoyment of 1t as to quibble over the flne
points and minor deflelencies, The repre.
sentation of Bheridan's comedy of The
Iivals 1ast evening by the Arch Street
Theatre company was aboul as near our ideal
of agood play well acted as wo think we are
likely tosee, As ragards completeness and finlsh,
1t was muoh in advance of ths performances ol
Monday snd Tuesday eveniogs, and the slight
deflolency In harmony beilween the differ.
ent charaoters which we notlced on thess ocon-
slons was not apparent last night, but the
whole five nols were gone through with in the
most animated and vivacions manner; and the
audlence was dlamissed al the fall of the cur-
tain im a smiling condition, snd with & sense
of satiafaotion at having witnessed a thoroughly
good performance, nnmarred by blunders,
mishaps, awkwardness, or Incompetency. The
different oharacters were remarkably well
represented from first to last; and
where ®ll are entitled to oeredlt 1t
18 unnsocessary for us Lo go into detalls,so we
merely give the cas', as follows:—"Lydia Lan-
gulsh,” Mrs, Dreaw; “"Captaln Absolute,"” Mr.
Barton HIl; "8ir Aunthony Absolate,” Mr,
Muackay; "HBob Acres,” Mr, Cralg; "Faulkland,"

Lies &8 & genulne comedian, fur bis aotlng last
evening in Lthe part of “Bob Acres” was intelli-
gens, oareful, and, wilth the exception of afew
sntics, which were rather out of the lins of
legitimale comedy, there was no attempt to
overdo the matter, and the error, If he erred
at all, was on the right slde. Mr.
Cralg's personation of *“Fighting Bob”
the geulleman who kEept a privale
graveyard, and who killed & man each
week, lacked Lthe nnocluonsvess of humor which
Mr. Clarke Infoses into the parl; but it had
§00d points of its own Lo réecommend Il never-
theless. In the duel scene, the mortal terror of
“Acres’” had an alr of realily about it, whioh,
however lndiorous it might bé to a mers looker-
on, wes anything but & laugbilog matier Lo the
heroofthe adventure himse!f, The difference
in Mr, Oralg's periormance last night and on
the night previous was Just the difference b
tween good and bad aoting, or bstween a oare-
less effort and & consclentious atliempt to win
applause by striving to deserve it. If Mr, Oralg
does aswell at all times as he did last evenlog
and if he refuses Lo allow himself to be inflo

enced by the flatlery of Indisoreet friends, he
will advanecs even more rapldly than he has
hitherto towards the position in nis professio o
to whieh we presume thal he asplres, and w.
shall be nmoug the fArst to glve him eredit when
he really does & good thing.

ordered one hundred tickets at the 1ull fare for
Philadelphia. After oblaining them he left the
office. Itlssaid that two hundred Democrats
were to leave Ballimore last night and to-day
for Philadelphia, there to be assessed as resi-
dents, and vote the ticket on the 13th. The

As we wrlje, thegrand reception of the heroed
of the war for the Unlon Is progressiog In In-
dependence Square, where the scens presented
is one that will not soon be forgolten by those
particlpating In 1t aud wilnessing it.
